Who Killed Charles H. Chambers? 
Verdict Returned Says Murder

ALVORD, Texas March 14.— 
Who killed 
Charles 
Harrison 
Chambers? 
That was the question con­ 
fronted Wise C o u n t y 
officials 
Tuesday night following a court 
of inquiry conducted 
here by 
Justice of the Peace S- D. Mor­ 
ris. 
Morris ruled officially 
that 
Cham ber’s death was 
m urder 
and not suicide. The 
verdict 
was that Chambers, 
61-year- 
old Alvord farm er, "m et death 
at the hands of a person or per­ 
sons unknown.” 
Chambers was found uncon­ 
scious and critically 
wounded 
at his farm in the Pella com­ 
munity, six miles north of Al­ 
vord, the night of Feb. 28. He 
died a short tim e 
later in 
a 
Bowie hospital without regain­ 
ing consciousness. 
Today’s 
investigation deter­ 
mined that Chambers could not 
have killed himself. 
"Either one of the two bul­ 
lets fired into his neck would 
have rendered him incapable of 
working the mogazine to reload 
the gun and fire 
the 
second 
shot,’’ Morris said 
after 
the 
hearing. 
One of the 
bullets 
passed 
through 
Cham bers’ neck 
and 
out of his body. 
The 
second 
lodged in his brain. Dr. W. T. 
Inabnett, county health officer, 
testified also th at 
Chambers’ 
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Promoted 
Johnny F. Young, son of Mr. 
and Mrs Omer Young. Box 2 76, 
Decatur

"Evidence shows 
beyond all 
doubt 
that 
Chambers’ 
death 
was not suicide.” Justice of the 
Peace Morris addedi 
after all 
witnesses had given testimony 
during the inquiry. 
Also attending the 
hearing 
were County Attorney Tom Mc­ 
Murray, Assistant 
County A t­ 
torney W. B. Woodruff Jr.. and 
Sheriff Ray Nobles, all of De­ 
catur. They said 
investigation 
will continue in an 
effort to 
track down the killer. 
Sheriff Nobles said no sus­ 
pects have been questioned and 
no clues other than those in­ 
vestigated during Tuesday’s in­ 
quiry have been obtained. 
Chambers lived in Alvord. It 
is believed he 
was 
making a 
routine visit 
to his farm the 
night of his death. 
He 
was 
born 
in 
Denton 
County in 1889. but moved to 
Wise County with his parents 
shortly afterward. A veteran of 
World W ar One, he had lived 
in Alvord for 60 years.
